The Release Of 
 Makarios 


HE rolease of Archbishop 

. Makarios from exile in 
the Seychelles Is a develop- 
ment which should, but not 
necessarily will, lead to an 
approprinte settlement of 
tho Cyprus dispute. The 
archbishop has gained his 
freedom on the strength of 
a declaration which calls 
upon Eoka to cease its acts 
of hostility, Significantly, 
however, reservations are 
implied, and the statement 
cannot be regarded ona 
wholly satixfactory. 


The archbishop'’s appeal to the 
British government to 
“abolish simultaneously the 
presont state of emergency” 
may appear to be innocuoun 
enough, but the inference 
discernible {sy that should 
not this request be complied 
with, Eoka would be free 
to pursuc its campaign of 
terrorism. The hopo wis 
that Makarios would un- 


equivocally denounce terror- 
jam and assoctate himself 
with a policy of peaceful 
negotiations for tho estab- 
Mshment of ao new con- 
stitution for Cyprus, 


Nothing appears in the arch- 
bishop's statement which 
suggests that he is prepared 
to accept a settlement on 
anything leas than tho 
island’s anion with Greece; 
and by adopting the Greck 
government's interpretation 
of the United Nations 
resolution calling for 
resumption of negotiations, 
he tacitly rejects the pro- 
posal made by Lord Ismay 
for Nato arbitration in the 
dispute. 


HAT future role Lirsagd 
is to play in the en 
denvours to settle the 
Cyprus problem remains to 
be acen, The Greek Cypriots 
undoubtedly will continue to 
regard him ns their chief 
spokesman; and the British 
government would be con- 
tent to recognise him as 
such if he were to display 
any willingness to modify 
his attitude to the proposals 
for constitutional reform 
embodied in the Radcliffe 
report. Archbishop Makurlos 
will shortly have the oppor- 
. tunity of expressing himself 
in this direction. 


The Radcliffe proposals are 
not necessarily the last 
word to be said by the Bri- 
tish government in the 
search for a Cyprus settle- 
ment, but they do represent 
the basic British viewpoint 
and in. essentials are the 
most the government can 
offer for the time being. 
They provide for gradual 
self-government and they 
accept the principle of self- 
determination. To go beyond 
that at present would not 
serve the interests of the 
inhabitants of Cyprus as 4 
whole, : 


The release of Archbishop 
Makarios is welcome if for 
no other reason than it pro- 
mises to bring to an end 
terrorlam in Cyprus, which 
in turn will permit abolition 
of the state of emergency.

Egypt has agreed in principle to arbitrate 
through the United Nations disputes arising from 
her operation of the Suez Canal, high Arab sources 
said today. ; 

The sources claimed that Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser and United Nations 
Secretary-General Dag Hammarskjold reached 
agreement on the point during their talks, but the 
agreement will not be mentioned in the forth- 
coming memorandum outlining Egypt’s plan for 


operation of the Canal. ' 

Under the reported plan a watchdsg committee af 
would report lo the United Nations any departure from Egypt's 
pledges to operate the Canal according to the 1888 Convention 

Egypt will also devote « percentage of the tolls, probably 25 
per cent, to development of the Canal, the sources said) 

Any pollticnl disputes might be decided by politica! organs 
such as the General Assembly and legal disputes by thie Inter 
national Court under the reported scheme. 

Egyptlan political adviser Aly Sabry announced todhy that 
the Canal would be open “around, April 10” and a detailed 
memorandum will be published on April 4 sotting out the Egyptian 
plan, * 


Time For—Persuasion
